GERMAN PHILOSOPHY OF WAR, 


At a time when the reform of the military 
system is ono of the burning questions of tho 
day in Fungland, it may be of interest to note 
the views entertained by tho old Emporor Wil 
liam, who aa King of Prussia so successfully 
accomplished tha reorganization of his own 
army early in the.sixties of the lust century. 
A book; consisting almost entirely of tho 
ipaizsina verba of tho monarch on the many 
subjects which engagel hinattenticn during hi 
long und eventful life, hay just been publ ished: 
It is from this I take what follows, rogrotting 
only that space, docs not pormit af my quoting 
the yory worda used by the King. Ha ivas 
much opposed to national armies, whether pass- 
ing undor the nppetlation of militia, national 
guards or some other nome, as ho held history 
to hare shown them to be a dangor to'thw state 
in times of revolutionary troubles, Nor was he 
in favour of military training in schools ant 
colleges, nor of cultivating thooting ani ridiog 
ag amusements of the people; “I do not wish to 
rake the Prussian people a nation of Numidians 
and Cossacks,” he suid on one occasion, and he 
mora than ouco exprossed, oxtreme satisfaction 
that popular enthusiasm had not during the war 
with’ Austria in 1866 lod to the formation of 
yoluntese corps or other vedioa of irregular 
droop. ‘Tho proper place for soluntcors was 
‘he thought, in tha ranks of tho army. He 
doclarod that ho would rather take the ficld with 
% Limited number of thoroughly efficient soldiers, 
than with .a large army of imperfectly and 
consequently ill-trained mon. To be ahle to 
onter upon o campaign with full confidences of 
victory, required awtrang mucleus of purfectly 
reliable troops; courage, discipline and a belicf 
in tho rightoousnoss of tho causa he valuad 
infinitely moro than superiseity of numbers:

In Buitish Colmbia alo 
there is o feeling prevalent ugainst the intro- 
duction of Asiatic labourers, though it hag failod 
to take definite form owing to tho veto put upon 
it by the Dominion Government. 

While it is ovident, continues the Jiji, thet 
tho. exclusion of Japanese from Amorica, 
Australia, and Canada is barod mors on political 
and economic reasons than raciol prejudice, 
guch discriminatory ‘treatment of the. people of 
-w-country which iv now a first-closs Power can 
scarcely be tolerated. The admission of Japan 
into the council of the great nations is 
analogous to the recognition of the intellectual 
and moral capabilities of her people as equal to 
those of other countries, and there is no reason 
why the Jopaucds should be seconded treatment 
in ‘any way differont from that meted out, to 
other civilised people, Tho ropresentatives 
from California -have introduced to Congress, 
now in session, a Bill providing for the exclusion 
of Japaneso and other Asiuticy.

THE WRECK OF THE 
“DUMBARTON.” 


NAVAL COURT UF INQUIRY AT NAGASAKI. 


- A Naval Court of Inquiry. was held at the 
British Consolate at_Nagasaki on December 
-|-19th,to investigate the cause of the logs of the 
British steamer Dumbarion, the orew of which 
arrived at Nagasaki on the !4th Decombor from 
Vindivostok, Tho British Acting-Vonsul, Mr, 
H. G, Parlett, was President, and Captain 
Davies, of the British steamer Occuno, and Mr: 
J. H. Wallace were Assessors. Tho. report ih 
the Nagaaahi Presa pives some particulars of the 
voyage of the Dumbarton ag related by Captain: 
Roettio in his official statomont. 
“Tho Dumbarton loft San Francieco on 
| September O5th with o general cargo for 
Eestern porta. Fair weather was expprionced 
while crossing the Pacific, excepting on October 
Sth, when o gale waa oncountered and several 
head of cattle were lost. The La Perouso 
Straits were passed on October 2ist, and on the 
24th the vexsel passed the south of Sagbalion, 
Bad weather was mot with while proceeding 
north, and, although o good look-ont was kept 
for tho Barracouta Light it was not sighted. 
On the Both, what was thought to be Cape 
Dont was seen, and thereafter a goad look-out 
was kept for the Kloster Camp light. ‘Tho 


wenther way extremely bad, and the Captain and [- 


first: officer remained on the bridge from 8 p.m. 
to 10 pm., but the light was not seen. At 30 
p.m, the Captain decided to yo no further that 
niglit, took a cast of the lead, and anchored. At 
7-u.m, the anohor was heaved up and the voyage 
continued. Noither the Kloster Camp hight or 
Castries Bay conld ba discerned, and jt was 
concluded that. the vessel’ was still south of 
Costries Bay, AG9.20 a.m, the ship grounded 
olmost imperceptibly aad without warning.
